To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Beverley  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  population  at  mid-year  1970 
was  32,430  an  increase  of  920  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  there  were  491  births  and  298  deaths  compared 
with  514  births  and  321  deaths  last  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for 
the  district  of  14.5  compares  with  a national  rate  of  16.0  per  1,000 
population  and  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  9. 1 compared  with  a national 
death  rate  of  I 1.7  per  1,000  population. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  follow  the  same  pattern  as  In  previous 
years,  ischaemic  heart  disease  being  the  greatest  single  cause  of  death 
and  accounting  for  40%  of  deaths  from  all  causes.  Malignant  neoplasm 
of  lung  and  bronchus  was  the  commonest  cause  of  death  due  to 
cancer.  There  were  5 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  com- 
pared with  7 last  year,  giving  an  infant  death  rate  of  10.0  with  a national 
infant  mortality  rate  of  I 1.0  per  1,000  live  births. 

Outstanding  among  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
were  419  cases  of  Measles,  63  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  62  cases  of 
Dysentery.  The  Measles  occurred  in  two  outbreaks  the  first  during 
January  and  February  and  principally  centred  in  the  Humber  Bank 
area;  and  the  second  outbreak,  commencing  In  April  and  continuing 
into  September,  occurred  in  the  Humber  Bank  and  Molescroft  areas. 
This  latter  outbreak  was  in  keeping  with  outbreaks  in  adjoining 
districts.  The  vast  majority  of  cases  were  children  under  10  years  of 
age. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  chiefly  during  January,  February 
and  April  with  the  majority  of  cases  in  the  Humber  Bank  area. 

The  Sonnei  dysentery  cases  were  associated  with  an  outbreak  in 
South  Cave.  In  spite  of  intensive  investigations  it  was  not  possible  to 
determine  the  cause  of  the  outbreak. 

Concerning  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  District  the  overall 
picture  is  one  of  steady  progress  and  achievement.  Water,  which 
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continued  to  be  supplied  by  two  undertakings  and  one  private 
company  and  to  be  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality,  is  supplied  to 
all  but  202  houses  of  a total  10,828  houses  in  the  District.  Most  of  the 
202  houses  are  supplied  by  private  bores  and  wells  many  of  which  are 
satisfactory,  and  much  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  time  spent 
in  connection  with  v/ater  supplies  is  given  to  helping  those  whose 
water  is  not  up  to  standard.  Where  necessary,  and  possible,  con- 
nection with  the  main  supply  is  recommended. 

On  sewage  disposal,  the  completion  of  schemes  within  the  District 
now  appears  in  sight.  1970  saw  the  start  of  work  on  the  Swanland  and 
North  Ferriby  scheme,  a conditional  approval  to  proceed  with  the 
Beswick  and  Kilnwick  scheme,  and  the  submission  to  the  Ministry 
of  revised  proposals  for  the  improvement  of  the  treatment  works 
for  the  Brantingham  and  Eilerker  scheme,  and  proposals  in  respect  of 
the  Arram  scheme.  On  the  completion  of  these  schemes  a point  has 
been  reached  where  all  main  centres  of  population  will  have  been 
provided  with  main  drainage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities,  and  there 
only  remains  for  consideration  the  possibility  of  providing  improved 
facilities  in  a number  of  hamlets. 

Published  in  the  report  is  a table  showing  the  number  of  houses 
in  the  various  parishes  in  1947,  1960  and  1970,  also  percentages  of 
houses  with  water  closets  and  mains  water  in  these  years. 

Refuse  collection  service,  administered  by  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  continued  satisfactorily  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  of 
the  10,828  houses  in  the  District  only  47  were  without  a collection 
service  because  of  their  isolation. 

The  position  concerning  unfit  houses  now  appears  satisfactory  in 
that  the  majority  of  unfit  houses  known  to  the  authority  have  been 
dealt  with.  A survey  of  the  District  commenced  in  1955  took  1 3 years 
to  complete  and  all  unfit  houses  brought  to  notice  in  consequence  of 
this  survey  have  been  represented  to  the  Council.  The  staff  are  now 
in  the  process  of  a second  review  of  the  district  and  as  deterioration 
of  property  through  age  is  a continuing  process,  additional  houses 
will  continue  to  be  represented.  Also  published  in  the  report  for  the 
first  time  is  a table  indicating  at  3 1st  December,  1970,  the  position  of 
action  taken  under  the  slum  clearance  programme. 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  continued  through  the  year  as 
did  100%  meat  inspection  of  animals  killed  in  slaughter  houses  within 
the  district. 

In  presenting  this  report  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the 
department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council,  for  their  constant  interest 
and  support.

Holderness  Health  Division  Co-ordinating  Committee 

Once  every  two  or  three  months  this  Co-ordinating  Committee, 
under  the  aegis  of  the  County  Council,  meets  in  Beverley  to  co- 
ordinate the  work  of  officers  in  the  district  who  are  concerned  with 
the  welfare  of  children.  The  primary  objects  of  the  Committee  are 
the  prevention  of  break-up  of  families. 

On  the  Committee  are  representatives  of  the  County  Children’s 
Department,  the  County  Health  Department,  the  School  Welfare 
Department,  the  County  Welfare  Department,  the  Housing  Managers 
of  the  District  Councils,  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security,  the  National 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  Women’s 
Royal  Voluntary  Service,  the  Police  Force  and  Probation  Officers. 
Representatives  of  other  organisations  are  co-opted  from  time  to 
time  as  the  need  arises.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  capacity 
as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  took  the  Chair  of  this  Committee.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Mains  water  was  supplied  by  two  statutory  Water  Undertakings  and 
one  private  Estate  Company.

All  mains  water  was  chlorinated  at  source.  One  sample  from  each 
of  the  six  main  sources  and  village  supplies  was  submitted  for  chemical 
analysis  and  all  results  were  satisfactory.  Details  are  set  out  in  the 
table. 


Sixty-eight  samples  of  mains  water  were  submitted  for  Bacteriolo- 
gical Examination,  35  being  from  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area) 
Water  Board  area  of  supply,  I I from  Hull  Corporation  area  of  supply, 
18  from  the  Dalton  Holme  supply  and  4 from  the  Welton  village 
supply.  All  samples  gave  satisfactory  results. 

The  internal  distribution  system  for  the  supply  of  water  at  Broad- 
gate  Hospital  was  further  improved  and  of  the  22  samples  submitted 
for  Bacteriological  Examination  only  one  was  unsatisfactory. 

207  Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  127  private  bores  and 
of  these  28  samples  taken  from  13  bores  proved  unsatisfactory.  Of 
these  13,  works  were  carried  out  to  6 bores  and  subsequent  samples 
proved  satisfactory,  whilst  the  owners  of  the  remainder  were 
given  informal  advice  with  a view  to  improving  the  water  supply. 
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There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year  and  there  is  no 
liability  to  plumbo-solvency. 

The  table  sets  out  the  numbers  of  houses  and  the  population  served 
by  the  various  categories  of  water  supply.  It  will  be  seen  that  at  the 
end  of  the  year  only  202  houses  (1.87%)  were  dependent  on  other 
than  mains  supplies. 

69  samples  from  South  Hunsley  School  swimming  pool  were  sub- 
mitted for  Bacteriological  Examination  of  which  2 were  unsatisfactory.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

As  in  previous  years  the  maintenance  of  existing  sewers  and  disposal 
works  was  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

Early  in  the  year  work  commenced  on  the  Swanland  and  North 
Ferriby  Sewerage  Scheme.  Satisfactory  progress  was  maintained,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  the  laying  of  sewers  in  Swanland  was  almost 
complete. 

Authority  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local 
Government  to  proceed  with  the  Beswick  and  Kilnwick  Sewerage 
Scheme  subject  to  the  submission  of  certain  up  to  date  information. 
This  was  submitted  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  final  approval 
is  awaited. 
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An  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government 
carried  out  an  investigation  into  the  proposed  Ellerker  and  Branting- 
ham  Sewerage  Scheme  and  as  a result  revised  proposals  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Bow  Bridge  Treatment  Works  were  submitted 
to  the  Department  of  the  Environment. 

Up  to  date  proposals  in  respect  of  the  Arram  Sewerage  Scheme 
were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government. 

Difficulties  arising  from  defective  and  blocked  drains  have  ail  been 
satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  informal  action. 

The  Council  decided  to  purchase  a cesspool  emptying  vehicle  and 
delivery  was  taken  towards  the  end  of  the  year.

Four  slaughterhouses  attached  to  Butchers’  shops  were  licensed  but 
only  three  were  used  for  slaughtering  during  the  year.

KNACKERS  YARDS 

Five  visits  were  made  to  the  two  Knackers  Yards,  both  of  which  are 
situated  in  the  parish  of  Woodmansey  and  conditions  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 


FOOD  POISONING 

Seventeen  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  involving  12  households 
were  brought  to  my  notice  and  investigated  during  the  year. 

A total  of  40  faecal  samples  was  taken.  3 were  positive  out  of  32 
taken  from  suspected  cases  and  none  were  positive  out  of  8 taken 
from  contacts. 
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HOUStNG 


During  the  year  one  Demolition  Order  and  nine  Closing  Orders 
were  made  and  Undertakings  in  respect  of  3 houses  were  accepted. 
Ten  condemned  houses  were  vacated,  5 of  the  families  being  rehoused 
by  the  Council. 

A total  of  654  houses  have  now  been  dealt  with  formally  under  the 
Slum  Clearance  Programme  and  41 1 houses  have  been  improved 
following  informal  representations. 

Twenty  pre-war  council  houses  were  improved  and  additional 
insulation  work  was  carried  out  to  the  walls  and  ceilings  of  82  Airey 
houses. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a start  was  made  on  the  construction 
of  4 three  bedroom  and  16  one  bedroom  dwellings  at  Welton  and  10 
one  bedroom  bungalows  at  North  Ferriby.  Eight  of  the  one  bedroom 
dwellings  being  built  at  Welton  will  be  included  in  the  Grouped 
Dwellings  Scheme. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of  28 
dwellings  and  for  Improvement  Grants  in  respect  of  30  dwellings. 

There  were  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

Three  Provisional  Qualification  Certificates  and  8 Qualification 
Certificates  were  issued  under  the  Housing  Act,  1969.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Two  new  vehicles  were  purchased  during  the  year;  a 25  cub.  yd. 
vehicle  in  March  and  a 45  cub.  yd.  in  November.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  the  fleet  comprised  one  45  cub.  yd.,  three  35  cub.  yd.  and  three 
25  cub.  yd.  vehicles,  with  two  25  cub.  yd.  vehicles  retained  for  use  in 
emergency. 

As  in  previous  years  sickness  caused  some  delays  in  collection  from 
time  to  time  but  for  the  most  part  the  collection  routine  was  main- 
tained. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  10,459  houses  were  receiving  a weekly 
collection,  322  houses  were  receiving  a fortnightly  collection  whilst 
only  47  houses,  because  of  their  isolated  locations,  were  without  a 
service.  Weekly  collection  was  also  made  from  some  250  schools, 
shops,  hospitals  and  similar  premises. 

Special  collections  were  arranged  to  dispose  of  unwanted  furniture 
and  other  bulky  items  and  the  collection  of  litter  from  highways  was 
made  as  necessary. 

The  I 10  litter  bins  erected  in  appropriate  parts  of  the  district  were 
emptied  weekly. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

Two  rodent  operators  were  employed  full  time  on  inspections  and 
treatments.  2,652  visits  were  made  to  826  premises  and  589  infesta- 
tions were  found.  572  of  these  were  treated  by  the  Council,  the 
remainder  by  the  respective  occupiers.  All  dwelling  houses  were 
treated  free  of  charge  and  appropriate  charges  made  in  respect  of  all 
other  properties. 

All  sewerage  systems  were  treated  twice  during  the  year  and  all 
properties  owned  by  the  Council  were  inspected  and  treated  as 
necessary. 
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FACTORIES 

There  were  64  factories  within  the  District,  of  which  60  were  power 
factories  and  4 non-power.  Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  and 
these  showed  that  conditions  were  generally  satisfactory. 

The  Prescribed  Particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1961,  are  shown  in  the  table.
